AWN  UAL  REPORT _ FOR _ THE  YEAR  1945._ 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  your  Council  my 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  District 
during  the  year  ended  December  31st  1945. 

Statistics  and  Social  Conditions. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimated  population  for 
the  year  was  13,720,  and  the  calculations  of  the  birth  rate  and 
death  rate  are  based  on  this  figure. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  occupation  of  the 
inhabitants  during  the  year. 

Vital  Statistics 

During  the  year,  two  hundred  and  fifty  three  births  were 
registered  as  belonging  to  the  District.  The  number  and  sex  are 
shown  below

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  18.4  per  thousand. 

This  figure  is  2*4  lower  than  the  previous  year,  but  is  0.8  higher 
than  the  average  of  the  five  years  1940  to  1944. 

There  were  nine  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  of 
age.  This  figure  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  thirty  five 
per  thousand  births.  This  rate  is  eight  higher  than  the  previous 
year,  but  is  fourteen  less  than  the  average  of  the  five  previous 
years,  1940  to  1944.

The  number  of  deaths  registered  as  belonging  to  the 
District  was  155*  Eighty  four  were  Males,  and  seventy  one  were 
Females.  This  figure  gives  a  death  rate  of  11.2  per  thousand  for 
the  year.  The  figure  is  0. 3  lower  than  the  previous  year,  but 
is  C.3  higher  than  the  average  of  the  previous  five  years.

Health  Services. 

There  are  three  midwives  (one  resident)  who  practise 
in  the  District,  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Council.  A 
fair  percentage  of  the  maternity  cases  enter  hospital. 

The  ordinary  nursing  of  the  sick  at  home,,  is  carried 
out  by  two  fully  trained  nurses*  employed  by  the  District  Nursing 
Association.
